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INTRODUCTORY AND EXPLANATORY OBSERVATIONS. 


1. Total amount op local taxation of Ireland. 

The local taxation of Ireland, making the deductions ascertained to be necessary on 
account of sums which appear twice in the receipts of local authorities consequent on the 
fact that contributions are sometimes made from the taxation of one local authority 
towards the expenditure of another, may be set down for the year 1893 at £3,697,949, 
being an increase of £107,710, or 3 per cent, on the amount in the previous year. 

This sum is compared with the corresponding amounts in preceding years since 1866, 
in the following table : —

As regards the amount of taxation given in the foregoing table for the year 1892, it 
will be observed from the introductory observations to the Returns for that year that 
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6 LOCAL TAXATION (IRELAND) RETURNS, 1893. 

at the time of then* completion one local return had not been received, and, as certain 
other returns of town taxation had been furnished before the accounts of those towns 
were audited, it has been found necessary to revise the town taxation for that year 
in so far as relates to the cases referred to. 

The Grand Jury taxation for 1892 has also been revised to the extent of including 
in the total taxation of the year only the amount of Grand Jury Cess which had 
been collected instead of the amount authorized to be levied, as had formerly been the 
practice. This revision was rendered necessary in order to obtain a correct com- 
parison with the year 1893, inasmuch as the total taxation for that year given on the 
preceding page, viz. : £3,697,949, includes the amount of cess collected and applied 
towards the year’s expenditure, as shown in a new table on pages 16 and 17, which has 
been prepared from the abstracts of County accounts furnished after audit by the 
Auditors of the Local Government Board.

It will be seen from the foregoing analysis that compared with the previous year there 
was in 1893 a decrease of £8,850 in Grand Jury cess, and of £20,405 in Harbour 
taxation, while there was an increase of £57,933 m the taxation by town authorities, 
and of £74,796 in that by Boards of Guardians. In reference to the increase in 
the amount of the taxation by Boards of Guardians in 1893 as compared with 1892, 
it may be noted that the amount in the latter year, viz., £997,327, was lower than 
in any of the preceding years since 1878, and that the amount in 1893, viz., 
£1,072,123, was less than the average of the years from 1878 to 1892, inclusive.

2. Grand Jury Cess. 

One of the oldest and the largest of the local taxes in Ireland is the rate on real 
property called Grand Jury cess. It derives this name from the Authority chiefly 
engaged in authorizing its application. The origin of this tax, and the constitution of 
the bodies that administer it, are fully explained in former Reports.

The collection of the dogs licence duty is entrusted to the Petty Sessions clerks, and 
a return of it is made to Parliament by the Registrar of Petty Sessions clerks, so that 
an abstract only is included in Appendix V. to this Report. A considerable part of the 
remuneration of Petty Sessions clerks is derived from the dogs licence duty. The 
surplus of the duty, after providing for the cost of collection, is paid over in aid of 
Grand Jury cess and Town rates.

6. Court Leet Presentments. 

It has been ascertained that the only Court Leet in Ireland which has not actually 
ceased to exist is that in the Manor of Killultagh, including the town of Lisburn, in 
the county of Antrim, of which an account is given in Appendix XXVI. to the Report 
for 1869. The Court Leet presentments bore some resemblance to Grand Jury cess 
in having been levied off land and partly applied towards manor roads ; they resembled 
town taxation in having been applied to town fountains, fire-engines, and fairs and 
markets. There has been no presentment made for many years, and the Court Leet 
referred to may be regarded as practically obsolete.

£1,295,546 — £676,853, or 5225 percent., was from rates on real property ; £357,018 
or 27'56 per cent., was from money borrowed on the security of the rates and realized 
by the issue of Stock ; £172,805, or 13 - 34 per cent., was from rents and other sources ; 
£49,923, or 3'85 per cent., was from tolls and market charges, dues, and fees; 
£24,528, or 1*89 per cent., was from the Imperial taxes; and £14,419, or 1*11 per 
cent, was from Grand Jury cess, or other local tax.

for specific puiposes, and sums amounting to £18,207 which either appear twice in the 
accounts of the same authority, or are accumulations of sinking funds applied in. dis- 
charge of debt, thereby reducing the amount of such receipts to £143,291.
